PROBABLE CAUSE: 



On 5/19/2013, at 1741 hours Andrew Jones and his girlfriend. Victoria Paradise, were en route to pick up a pizza 
travelling eastbound on County Road 540A, in Lakeland. Florida. Jones changed lanes from the left lane into 
the right lane and in front of a Honda Insight, driven by Jerry Monroe who was accompanied by his fourteen 
year old son Christopher Monroe. Mr. Monroe felt Mr. Jones passed too closely to his vehicle and almost caused 
a wreck, so he honked the horn at Jones. Both subjects then "shot the bird" at each other and continued 
eastbound on Hwy 540A until stopped by the traffic light at the intersection of Carter Road and C R 540A. 
Monroe then exited his vehicle and yelled towards Jones' vehicle about cutting him off. Jones and Paradise 
remained in their vehicle and did not respond. This was witnessed by Jason and Michelle Phenicie. 

The light changed and all parties continued eastbound on Hwy 540 toward Lakeland Highlands Road. Jones 
turned into the Highlands Square Shopping Plaza and stopped in front of Papa Johns Pizza. He was followed by 
Monroe. Witness Phenicie also turned into the plaza and witnessed Monroe stop his vehicle behind Jones. 
Monroe then exited his vehicle and aggressively approached Jones. Monroe was witnessed yelling at Jones by 
Paradise, Christopher Monroe and Jason Phenicie. A verbal argument began then escalated with Monroe using 
both hands to forcibly shove Jones in his chest and backward into his vehicle. The two then went to the ground 
where Monroe was able to pin Jones to the ground and strike Jones in the face with a closed fist. 

Jason and Michelle Phenicie witnessed Monroe push Jones against the vehicle. Mr. Phenicie told his wife to call 
911 while he exited the vehicle and ran to break up the confrontation. Mr. Phenicie and Papa Johns employee 
Travis Ritchie w ere able to pull Monroe off of Jones and end the physical confrontation. After (he ev ent was 
over, Monroe reportedly continued to antagonize Jones saying, "Do you want more? Do you wanna finish this?" 
Jones and his girlfriend then entered Papa Johns and away from Monroe. 

The initial push by Monroe was captured on video surveillance, which clearly depicts Monroe as the primary 
physical aggressor in this incident. The video depicts the two subjects then become involved in a physical 
altercation. Monroe then picked Jones up and took him to the ground. Monroe, now on top of Jones, struck 
Jones numerous times with a closed fist. The incident was then broken up by Ritchie and Phenicie, and Monroe 
can be seen continuing to y ell at and aggressively approach Jones w hile being dissuaded by the witnesses. The 
video has been placed into evidence. 

Jones and Paradise gave sworn taped statements. Mr. Jones advised once he was on the ground and held there, 
Monroe grabbed his head and slammed it into the pavement. 

Jason and Michelle Phenicie gav e sworn taped statements stating that they w itnessed Monroe push Jones, 
starting the physical altercation. 

Monroe gave a sworn written statement advising he was "cut off by Jones and then followed him to Papa Johns 
where he then confronted Jones. Jerry Monroe declined to give a sworn taped statement without the presence of 
his attorney. 

Monroe's son, Christopher Monroe, gave a sworn taped statement advising after he and his father were "cut 
off" by Jones, who passed too closely and did not use turn signal, his father became very upset, began yelling, 
and honking the horn numerous times. 

As a result of Mr. Jones injuries, he responded to Lakeland Regional Medical Center where he was treated for 
several abrasions, and a possible concussion, and later released. 

Based on my investigation, to include sworn taped statements and v ideo surveillance obtained, I have determined 
probable cause exits that Jerry Monroe actually and intentionally struck the victim against his will causing 
bodily harm.
